lota  1 (Echo  1)  transit  at  about  35°  altitude  South,  when  1 saw  w!iat 
looked  like  a typical  slow  but  unusually  faint  and  persisting  neteor 
going  b.E.  frOTi  about  45°  altitude  (about  dec,  0°,  U.A.  23hr.).  i im- 
mediately put  my  7X50  binoculars  on  it  and  followed  it  for  about  3 
seconds  when  it  went  behind  a tree  in  the  S.E.  at  an  altitude  of  ab- 
out 20°  (about  dec.  30°  S.,  II. A.  21ir.) 

i could  discern  no  color  with  the  binoculars  but  its  shape  was 
0 band  about  0.1°  wide  and  0.5°  long,  brightest  in  the  center  third 
and  fading  toward  the  ends.
